Southern Resources. 


Every day developes some resource ip 
the South—some new element of wealth 
and utility—some new instrumentality of 
strength. 

In South Carolina a large area of bog 
land on the Edisto river, supposed to be 
utterly worthless, has been discovered to 


be an extensive peat bed of immense value. 


It is a cheap and superior fuel. One of the 
beds is nine miles long, half a mile wide, 
and eight feet thick. 

The peat fuel is claimed to be as good as 
soft coal, and a half cheaper. At $7 acord 
it takes $14 worth to do the same use that 
$4 worth of peat willdo, There are large 
peat works at Meriden, Connecticut. The 
cost of preparing the peat is $2 per ton, and 
it is equal to the best hard wood. It weighs 
less to the foot than coal, but is a little 
more bulky. It is cleaner than coal, and is 
easily kindled with paper. It leaves about 
5 per cent. of ashes, but no cinders or 
clinkers. A lump of peat as large as & 
man’s two fists will burn seventy-five min- 
utes and keep a kettle boiling. It keeps 
ignited under the ashes.

By this 
registration the white vote was increased 
three thousand and fifty-two, and the cole 
ored vote decreased two thousand five 
hundred and twenty-one, as com with 
the registration of 1868; and this unjust 
discrepancy is still more apparent in the 
registration which closed on the 5th of the 
present month, whereby a total of only 
two thousand seven hundred voters had 
been registered, and of this number only 
fitty-cigit were colored. Thus, taking the 
registration of 1898 as a basis, the registra- 
tion which has just closed practically dis- 
franchises three hundred and sixty-nine 
white aud three thousand five hundred and 
seven colored voters, making together a 
majority of the whole voting population 
of the city of Savannah who are excluded 
from their rights as electors. 

I, therefore, respectfully submit to your 
honorable body that an election held under 
such circumstances for a municipal gov- 
ernment, does not, by- any means, secure 
the constitutional right of the voters with- 
in {ts corporate limits, and this, too, in the 
largest city of the State. I would, there- 
fore, reapectiully invite your attention to 
the imperative necessary which exists for 
providing for a free and untramelled regis- 
tration of voters, and for a division of the 
voters into wards as in other cities, so that 
the elections may be held separately, peace- 
ably, quietly and with sufficient opportu- 
nities tor every citizen to vote. Agyrega- 
ting the whole population at the City Hall 
on one day, will be likely to result in seri- | 
ous disturbanees of the peace, or in the 
use of barsh and unnecessary measures for 
its preservation, And we have, unfortu- 
nately, a fatal illustration of the truth of 
this statement in the experiences at the 
Presidential e ection in November, 1868. 
At that time an attempt by the sheriff of 
the county to force away one class of per- 
sons who were waiting to vote in order to 
provide for the immediate voting of an- 
other class of citizens, reulted in a free 
use of deadly weapons by the armed city 
police, the killing of three citizens and two 
policeman, and inthe wounding of several 
other persons, and also in endangering the 
livesof women and children residing in 
the pighborhood of the City Hall. In fact 
a lady was seriously wounded at the time 
while sitting in her residence near that 
building. 

I would therefore respectfully, but earn- 
estly, recommend that your honorable 
body so modify the act under consideration 
as to secure every citizen in his right to 
vote, with ample opportunity to exercise 
that right in such a manner that a munici- 
pal government may be elected for the city 
of Savannah that will represent the wishes 
and the prefereases of g majority of her
